Busy Workers Recovering the 
Dead in Conemaugh Valley. 


Victims of the Wrecked Express 
Train Found This Morning. 


Troops Guarding Johnstown and 
All Idlers Barred Out. 


Unidentified Bodies Brought to the Morgueg 
To-Day—The Citizens’ Committee Ace 
ively at Work—Thousands of Laborerg 
Needed—Eastimating the Loss of Lite 
The Figures Still Over 10,000—Johnee« 
town Practically Under Martial Lans 
Gov. Beaver’s Telegram—The Death

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 6.—A bird’s eye view 
from the mountain side this morning shows 
that the waters in the Conemaugh Valley have 
subsided almost to their usual level. With 
the receding waters the sceneof desolation 
becomes hourly more weird and picturesque, 
Like a desert swept by some fierce simoon, 
the valley level is an unbroken plain for miles 
only at last to find abrupt termination in a 
mountain of dobris that found lodgmeént in 
some projecting rock, which, like 
Ajax, defied the fury of the ele. 
ments. The sun shines brightly o’er 
Cambria land this morning, and as the pasto- 
ral population hastens down the mountain 
side early in the morning, the scene reminds 
one of some festal day rather than an eager 
gathering ata field of horrors. The work 
recovering the dead goes on with undimine

customed to their ghastly finds and the hore 
rors of the scene become commonplace, they 
apply themselves more diligently to theilt 
duty and labor with a system that produces 
rapid results. 
A BUSY DELEGATION. 

The Altoona delegation has been one of the 
busiest and most useful on the ground. They 
took charge of the two leading hospitals, the 
Cambria Hospital and that under Dr. Robin- 
son in Johnstown, and ran them up to this 
morning, when they were relieved by the 
Philadelphia Branch of the Red Cross Society, 
under Clara Barton. They have also been ia 
charge of the wreckage above the bridge. B. 
M. Bunker of Altoona bas had sixty men at 
work aided by Dave Kirk, whois doing the 
dynamiting. Altoona pays all the bills for 
this work. This party of workmen have done 
so well that a big blast of twenty-five dyna- 
mite cartridges at 10 o’clock loosened up the 
debris and made it possible to open the mouth: 
of the old channel. 

THE WRECKED EXPRESS TRAIN.

TENTS NEEDED. 
Last night about 500 ofthe laborers had no 


tents to sleep in, but word has been received

Shortly after midnight a riot was reported 
at Cambria City, and word was sent to Ad- 
jutant-General Hastings requesting a detach- 
ment of soldiers.

Adjatant-General Hastings reports every- 
thing quict last night and this morning and 
states that there is no truth in the report that 
he was goingto order out the Tenth Regi- 
ment. Said he: 

**There is no necessity for troops, only for 
gusrd duty, andif l order out any regiment 
at all, it will be the Eighteenth Regiment. We 
heve no tents, and the men have to sleep in 
cars. 

The soldiers are getting down to work and 
guards are posted at the stone bridge and it is 
impossible now to get into Johnstown witb- 
outapass. The Fourteenth Regiment boys 
are being well fed, but they are compelled to 
work and work bard. 

UNIDENTIFIED BODIES. 

There are at present thirty unidentiried

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BREATHE A LITTLE EASIER. 


Seven Cars of Supplies Keach Williamsport 
— Cases of Suffering. 


WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., June 6.—The people 
breathe a little easier now that all apprehen- 
sions of further suffering from hunger have 
disappeared. The seven cars of supplies 
brought up yesterday evening by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth are 
ready £0 be unloaded and work will 
begin some time to-day. The track 
is not repaired far enough to bring the cars 
opposite the city, and the boate cannot get 
down to where they are. Before evening they 
will be reached. The Mayor this mornin 
telegraphed the Governor that enough pro 
visions are on the way to last our people for 
several days. The Relief Committee have 
been exceedingly busy, and are con- 
stantly findin cases of suffering. 
The cash contributions from our own citi- 
zene amount to $12,000. A dispatch from Grand 
Fork, Dak., says a carioad of grain has been 
sent from there to our sufferers. The track 
on the Linden Branch will be completed to- 
Gay and trains can then run through to Ty- 
rone. The river is now down to seven feet at 
this place. 

The body of Calvin Miller, who has been 
missing since the Maynard street bridge went 
down, has been fonnd at Montoursville, four 
miles below here. This makes two lives only 
lest at the Maynard street bridge instead of 
the large number which was falsely reported 
as having been drowned.

THE CORPSES. 


Soiled and Mangled Condition of the Bodies 
Recovered. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 6.—A fact tnat has 
been heretofore overlooked in the awful 
strain isthe soiled condition of the corpses. 
Fully one-third of those recovered bave been 
80 mangied, bruised or charred that identifi- 
cation was impossible. In an ordinary flood 
this would not have been the case, but here 
human bodies were but the filling-in of a 
mountain-like mass of houses,railroad tracks, 


trains and other debris, which went crunch- 
ing and crashing through a valley three miles 
long. How any of life’s clay retained form or 
semblance is enigmatical. 

All day long yesterday the corpses were be- 
ing hurried below ground. The unidentified

„„What will be the total loss sustained by 
the Cambria Co. is rather hard to state with 
perfect accuracy just yet, but from the ex- 
aminations already made of our works I 
would place our loss at from $3,000,000 to M,- 
000,000. That includes, of course, the loss of 
our Gautier steel department, above 
Johnstown, which is completely swept away. 
Day before yesterday I took the liberty of 
determining the action which the company 
will pursue in the matter of reconstruction 
and repairs. I accordingly telegraphed for 
Mr. Lockhart, the Secretary of the company. 
He arrived here to-day and said to me: Mo- 
Millan, I'm glad to see you intend to stand by 
the company, and push the workof repairs 
at once. Ithink his words voice the senti- 
ment of all the stockholders of the 
company. All day we have had 
at least 800 men clearing away 
the debris about our works, and we have 
made such progress that you can say we will 
have our entire clerical force at work by to- 
morrow evening.

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: NOTHING TO FIGHT ABOUT. 

The obvious mission of a strong British 
naval force in the North Pacifico is merely 
to watch our proceedings under the re- 
cent proclamation, and, if opportunity 
offers, compel us to define our Behring 
Sea claim more clearly. 

The truth is that we have been beating 
around the bush and hinting to other 
countries that we would like to have them 
concede to us an exceptional jurisdiction 
over Behring Sea, which we and they re- 
fused to concede to Russia, and our only 
title to which is the quitclaim that 
Russia “threw in“ to us when we pur- 
chased Alaska and the Seal Islands. But 
we have carefully avoided any distinct 
exercise or responsible assertion of this 
exceptional jurisdiction, either by judicial 
decision, act of Congress or executive 
proclamation. 

The act of Congress under which the 
President issued his recent proclamation 
of warning to intruders upon the do- 
“minion of the United States within the 
“Behring Sea’’ did not define that do- 
minion or assert apy jurisdiction beyond 
the usual marine league from land, and 
the proclamation was just as vague and 
evasive as the act of Congress. Nor could 
it be otherwise, since the question of iu- 
ternational law involved has not yet been 
passed upon by our own courts. The Ca- 
nadian vessels taken as seal poachers 
were released partly because of a defect 
in the act constituting the Alaska court 
which sustained the capture, and partly 
because their condemnation might oper- 
ate adversely to the position we 
were then maintaining in the Cana- 
dian fishery controversy. in the existing 
situation of affairs Mr. BayaRpD thought it 
safer to leave the Behring Sea question 
unsettled and secure protection of the seal 
fisheries by a joint agreement with other 
nations. . 

If the proclamation foreshadows the 
capture of British vessels caught taking 
seals in Behring Sea more than a marine 
league from land and within no land- 
locked bay, the presence of a strong 
British naval force in the vicinity fore- 
shadows as certainly a denial of our right 
to exercise any such jurisdiction. A def- 
inite issue will then be presented for ad- 
judication by the courts and for arbi- 
tration or treaty settlement. But the 
danger of war growing out of it is very 
remote.

It was 
perfectiy right for the farmers to do 80. 1 
have no pity for such people. But please tell 
me how these farmers, or the Globe - Democrat 
reporter, knew that these thieves were Hun- 
garians and not people of some other nation- 
ality. Last evening I met several of my coun- 
trymen, and all felt sore over the expression 
in the newspapers. It is not right. If 
you know any people who have trav- 
eled in Hungary and you will inquire about 
their character and hospitality you will find 
that the Hungarian, let bim be peasant or 
Baron, is an honest, brave and industrious 
man.

Sixty-five Petitions Before the Board of 
Public Improvements—A List of the 
Streets and Alleys Where the Work Is 
Wanted—The Property-Holders to Be 
Heard To- Morrow, 


HE Board of Public 
Improvements will 
have a general clean- 
ing up to-morrow 
afternoon in the way 
of disposing of the 
.petitions for improv- 
ing various streets 
and alleys in all parts 
of the city. Every 
spring as soon as the 
preparations are 
made by the Street 
Department for the 


grading, curbing and opening, property- 
holders from all parts of the city rush in and 
try to impress the city government with the 
urgent need of immediate improvements in 
their particular neighborhood. These requests 
generally assume the shape of petitions signed 
by the majority of the proverty holders on the 
particular street needing fixing. They are all 
referred first to the Street Department, where 
they arefput into the hands of a competent in- 
spector, who goes tothe locality and then 
makes a report on the condition of the street 
and gets up an estimate of the cost of making 
the necessary alterations. Then the petition 
with the reportand the estimate of cost go 
back againto the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, where they are arranged in the order 
of their submission, tabulated and num- 
bered, ready for the last formality 
which the board goes through before submit- 
ting the recommendation for the work in the 
form of an ordinance which is either rejected 
or passed by the Municipal Assembly. These 
petitions since the opening of spring have ac- 
cumulated untilthere are enough of them to 
start the mili grinding. The President of the 
board has made the announcement that on 
to-morro@ afternoon at 2 o’clock the board 
will hear the arguments of the property- 
holders favoring the various improvements 
asked for in the petitions. The petitions

THE STEWART WILL LITIGATION. 


Prospects That the Famous Case Will Be 
Com promised. 


New YORK, June6.—The Stewart will case 
is in course of compromise. Yesterday 
Joseph H. Choate and Elihu Root for the con- 
testants, and Judge Hilton, respectively, 
waited on Surrogate Ransom and begged an 
adjournment beyond next Monday, the day 
set for argument, on the ground that the case 
was likely to be settied out ofcourt. Negotia- 
tions to thatend, they said, had made sub- 
stantial progress. The Surrogate set June 28 


for argument, asa matter ot form. There is 
not the least probability that 
thing more will be heard 
the case in 11 court - room. The 
expenses entailed by the contest have so far 
amounted to over haifa million dollars. The 
reat question now is, how much will Judge 
liton pay to have the case choked off. This 
suit was brougit in reality for an accounting 
of his management of the estate of A. T. Stew- 
art. By Mr. Stewart’s will he received $1,000,- 
000. Four days after Mr. Stewart’s death, in 
consideration of that legacy he acquired from 
Mrs. Stewart a transfsr to himself of Mr. 
Stewart 's interest, about 90 per cent, in the 
business of A. T. Stewart & Co. This was in 
1876. The next nine years he uired the 
Stewart building, various ban stocks 
and other property that had been Mrs. Stew- 
art’s, and at her death the accounts he kept 
for her showed her in his debt about $1,100, 000. 
Figuring from two distinct bases, Judge Hil- 
ton passed from an ordinarily successful at- 
— in 1876 to the possession of from §11,- 
000, to $16,000,000—with no allowance for in- 
crease by investment or otherwise—by 1886, 
when Mrs. Stewart died. The testimony in 
regard to his control over Mrs. Stewurt was 
astounding. It was proved without contra- 
diction that he rarely allowed her out ot his 
sight;thatshe signed all sorts of documents 
at his bidding; that he charged her interest 
on her drafte at 7 per cent, until the 
legal rate became 6 per cent, and that at full 
rates until the interest charges against her 
and to his credit were enormous, and that 
goods from the store for her use were charged 
at excessive figures. Several witnesses testi- 
fied to Mrs. Stewart having repeatedly de- 
clared that she had given Judge Hilton only a 
ower oi attorney to manage the business 
orherand had never intended to transfer 
the property to him. But amazing as was all 
this testimony, the great surprise in the case 
came when the contestants having finished, 
Judge Hiltons lawyers rested their case 
without a syliable of testimony in reply. 

This was in April. Argument was set for 
May 20. As the time drew near for Mr. Choate 
to uncork his oratory, rumors began to circu- 
late that acompromise was on foot. This was 
disappointing to those who had watched the 
case from the outside fora fare treat had 
been anticipated from Mr. Choate, who never 
before nadan opportunity for the exercise of 
his 1 talent for sharp speech making 
equal to this. . 


‘‘SOMETHING IN THE WIND.“ 


Mysterious and Unusual Activity at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, 


NEW YORK, June 6.—‘‘Something is going 
to zappen and pretty quickly, too, was in 
everybody's mouth Tuesday night at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. The First Lieutenant 
of the steel cryiser Atlanta founc himself in 
the afternoon in command ot a large body of 
men who had been hastily ordered to turn 
to“ and assist in getting the Atlanta 


out of dry dock, The order re- 
ceived was that the Atianta must be out 
yesterday morning, and that the cruiser Bos- 
ton must goin dock at once. What this sud- 
den activity means nobody appears to know, 
but itis thought something important is in 
the wind when it becomes necessary to work 
by night in order to get a vessel ready for go- 
ing outof dock. These proceedings are de- 
cigedly mysterious. Some of the naval of- 
ficers suspect that thecondition of affairs in 
Hayti means work for the cruisers. It is said 
that the authorities at Washington fear 
rioting as aA result of gitime’s 
downfall and believe that American 
interests will be greatly jeopardized. The 
Ossippe is the only American vessel in Hay- 
tien waters, and, should riot and bloodshed 
run rife in the island, nothing short of a pow- 
erful force could save the lives of the for- 
eigners. The fact of the Boston being or- 
dered into dock appears to naval officers con- 
clusive that she is needed for a cruise, and 
that the cruise isa very sudden one. After 
the length of timethe Boston bas been lying 
at the navy yard doing no service the order 
for cleaning her bottom could 2 
only by a desire to make her most eflicient for 
fust steaming.

Gossip ofthe Street Concerning the Pend- 
ing Negotiations—Alex Euston’s Inter- 
est in Business Combinations—Some of 
the Complications of Lead and Oil Manu- 
factare—St. Louis’ End of the Trust. | 


T issaid onthe street 
that there can be no 
doubt that the Collier 
White Lead Co. and 
the Southern White 
Lead Co. will go into 
the white lead trust. 
President W., Re 
Gregg of the Southern 
and Secretary Alex 
1 Euston of the Collier 

are in New York talk- 
tothe officers of the trust—negotiating is 
the word. There is little interest in 
the negotiations for the reason that it 
is well known in the trade that the trust is 
anxious to secure both companies and that 
the companies can be secured if treated lib- 
erally. Rut there may be a wide difference 
between the idea of true liberality entertained 
by Messrs. Euston and Gregg and those held by 
the gentlemen who speak for the trust. 
Should the negotiations end happily—that is, 
if the Collier and Southern are absorbed—the 
trust will bave won over its strongest ene- 
mies, whereas now it has but a little more 
than half of the mills in the country in its fold. 

MR. EUSTON OF THE COLLIER 

is a trustful man. The pun is rough, but it 
conveys an idea fairly well. In his more than 
twenty years connection with lead and oil 
manufacture be has had much experience in 
pools and »combinations of all descriptions. 
He has formed associations with cast-iron 
agreements to maintain prices, pools to con- 
trol production, and trusts. He was at the 


head of the lately deceased Western White 
Lead Corroders’ Association,and was expected 
to embrace the white lead trust when it was 
formed. Asthe Collier did not see its way to 
extraordinary advantage in the matter the 
embrace has been defered to date. 

The Collier Co. has fourcorporate divisions. 
That is to say, there are so many corporations 
with virtually the same stockholders. There 
is the Shot Co., the Castor Oil Co., the Crown 
Linseed Vil Co., and the Collier 
White Lead Co. The Shot 
in an association to maintain 
the White Lead and Castor Oil Cos. 
pooled and the Linseea Oil Co. was the founda- 
tion upon which the National Linseed Oil Co. 
andthe National Linseed Trust were bullt. 
These national aggregations of air were 
created by Mr.Euston. Associations and agree- 
ments in the linseed oil business had 
failed to maintain prices or benefit the maenu- 
facturers to the extent the manufacturers 
wished to be benefited. They were until re- 
cently without a strong —— power. 
At that time Mr. Euston proposed a plan 
— he thought would secure to the crush- 
ers a 

THE LONGED-FOR BENEFITS. 

He would form a company to purchase the 
seed and direct the operation of the mills, and 
a trust to controlthe company and distribute 
the profits thereof. The crushers would be 
permitted to turn into the company their 
plants at a liberal valuation and receive th¢re- 
fo trust certificates of par value 
$8 to $1 of their plant vaiua- 
tions. Tne national company in its 
operation of the plants would move accord- 
ing to the demand, manufacture most in the 
section where the demand was greatest, etc. 

The ‘‘liberality’’ of the plan caught the 
crushers generally, and with a few ex- 
ceptions ail went into the trust. 
Claimed that many of the 
notably the Collier—were 
at valuations which gave the companies $% of 
trust certificates to $1 of the cost of their 
mills. There was another feature of the plan,

UP IN ARMS AGAIN. 


ANOTHER MONSTER PICNIC BY THE PU- 
iPILS OF THE SHEPARD SCHOOL. 


The Largest Procession of the Kind Ever 
Seen in 8t. Louis Parades the Street 
Singing Songs Which the Directors Will 
Not Like—About Seventy Lonesome Chil- 
dren Left in the Big School Building. 


HE revolt of the pupils 
against the School 
Board order about 
picnics in school days 
was continued to-day. 
The parade of the 
Shepard Schoo! pupils 
this morning for their 
annual picnic was just 
six squares in length. 
Grand Marshal C. F. 
Schlapprizi estimated 
the nomber in line at 
1,600, or nearly five 
hundred more than 
there are children in 
the school. The re- 
cruits were mustered 
in from other schools, 
he said, and from 
children who did not attend the pubiic 
schools, but resided in the Shepard School 
district. 

The procession was formed on the east side 
of Marine avenue, opposite the school house. 
The formation was under the direction of 
Grand Marshal Schlapprizi and his assistants, 
Wm. H. Hartman, Philip Siebel, Charles 
Tacke, Peter Wagner and Henry Gerber. The 
Marshal and his assistants wore white 
felt hate and elegant white silk badges 
fastened with tri-colored rosettes. The 
line was ready to move a few minutes after 9 
o’clock and the Grand Marshal then gave the 
word. The procession was headed by a band 
of sixteen pieces and another band composed 
of the same number of musicians was in front 
of the second division. The route was as fol- 

lows: On Marine avenue to Chippewa street, 
along Chippewa street to Broadway, Hroad- 
way to Keokuk, west on Keokuk to Jefferson 
avenue, north on Jefferson avenue to Miami 
street, east on Miami to Broad- 
way, north on Broadway to Cherokee, west 
on Cherokee to Thirteenth street to the park. 
There were large crowds of people along the 
route to witness the parade, which, it was 
claimed, was the largest school parade that 
ever took place in the southern part of the 
city.

The New York Stock Exchange Resumes 
Telegraphic Quotution Service. 


New Tonk, June 6.—The Stock Exchange 
bas resumed its telegraphic quotation serv- 
ce. Final arrangements to bring this about 
were made yesterday afternoon. The gov- 
ernors of the Exchange, even after complet- 
ing their arrangements, affected an air of mys- 


tery, declining to give any hint of what they 
had done, and some of them were 
secretive for as much as an hour. 
is the statement they make: 
Tne Gold & Stock Telegraph Co. makes a deal 
with the Commercial Telegraph Co. by the 
terms of which Jay Gould is to have the con- 
trol of both tickers so far as their operation 
on the Stock Exchange goes. Two services 
are to be established; gold and stock tickers 

are to be used in the offices of the members of 
the Stock Exchange, while bankers, specu- 
lators and such part of the financial — el 
nity as may need or desire a telegraphic 
tation service can subscribe for the use o the 
Commercial tickers, each application for 
this service having to mieet the approval of 
Stock Exchangé@ authorities before being 
granted. There isto be this difference in the 
two services: Members of the Stock ~ yp wy 
are to recelve their quotations from one to 
two minutes ahead of those sold to outsiders. 
There is to be this other change, too, from re- 
cent terms: Instead of the ion established 
rate of $10 per ticker per month, per month 
is to be charged. 

It is claimed by the Stock Exchange authori- 
ties thateven if the courts compel tnem to 
make a public distribution of quotations, the 
delay of one or two minutes provided for in 
their outside service will be quite sufficient to 
hold off the schemes of bucketshops, who can 
thrive only by having immediate quotations.

New York Custom-House Investigation. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., June6.—The Civil Ser- 
vice Commission has completed its report on 
the resuits of the recent investigation made by 
it into certain matters connected with the Ex- 
amining Board of the New York Custom- 


house. The report says: 

‘*The Civil Service Commission having con- 
cluded in part their investigation into the re- 
cent managementofthe New York Custom- 
house, so far as the behavior of the lo- 
cal Examining Board and the question 
of the proper observance of the 
civil service law as regards en- 
trance examinations are concerned, find 
that the recent management of the examina- 
tions for admission has been characterized 
by great laxity and negligence and, on the 
ne ot some ofthe Custom-house employes 

y positive fraud. The clerk of the boar 
himself testifies that certain of the examina- 
tions were farcical in character, and it has 
been clearly shown that atleast in one case 
anapplicant for admission had his papers 
written for him by anotber person; that ap- 
plicants have sometimes found out the ques- 
tions in advance, owing to the loose 
way of conducting the examina- 
tions, and have sometimes been 
pve the examination papers before 

and by Custom-house employes, for personal, 
political or pecuniary considerations. Accu- 
sations have been made to the commission 
showing that the practice of keeping the 
markings and the list of eligibles secret has 
given rise in the minds of — am to the 
suspicion, whether well or ill founded cannot 
be said, that those who were without political 
backing did not receive justice. As an in- 
stance, one Michael Hart passed 
an examination for opener and packer, 
standing at the very head of the 
list with amark of 95 per cent, as the books 
show; yet not only was he never informed 
that he had passed, but even his constant in- 
quiry at the office, as he asserts, failed to pro- 
cure him information. This instanceis but 
one of many that satisfy the commission of 
the wisdom of making the list of eligibies pup- 
lic, for though doing so is attended by certain 
disadvantages, It nevertheless operates as a 
guarantee of good faith on the patt of exam- 
ining boards and as a powerful preventive of 
traua.’’

June 6.—Large quantities of 
provisions that were onthe wy to this city 
when the disaster happened in the Conemaugu 
Valley were stopped at various points along 
the railways. Eggs, butter and cheese from 
Pennsylvania and points in the West, and 
potatoes, cabbage and large qushtities of 
other vegetables from the South were thus 


detained. The result is that the prices of these 
articles hava gone up in the market in 
this city. The wholesale prices of eggs 
advanced from 1 to 1% cents per dozen, butter 
went up as much as 2 cents per pound, apples 
from to 50 cents a barrel, and potatoes in 
the same proportion. Wholesalers were able 
to make a good deal of money from thie state 
of things, but tne retailers, not to be outdone, 
made the consumers pay two or three times 
the wholesale advance. A large quantity of 
tatoes and cabbage that were coming from 
he South were sent back byrail and then 
n sent to this city by steamer. Yesterday 
barrels of such potatoes came in by 
boat. The dealers in poultry also made large 
profits by the detention of the stock on the 
road. It was rumored among merchants yes- 
terday that the Pennsylvania Rallroad Co. 
would sell the perishable freight which has 
thus been delayed for whatever it could get to 
the people of the vicinity, but atthe office of 
the company nothing definite was known, 
although it was said that it might be done in 
the interest of the shippers and for the bene- 
fit of the sufferers. A iarge 122 ot live 
poul came in yesterday and eased the strin- 
gency in the market and prices at once fell.

BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 


THE BILL PROVIDING FOR A NEW GATE- 
WAY FOR COMMERCE. 


Namerous Committee Meetings Held and 
Arguments Heard on the Grant of 
Terminal Facilities to the St. Louis, 
Keokuk & Northwestern Railroad Co.— 
Anecther Meeting to Be Held To-Morrow. 


To-morrow afternoon the Council Committee 
on Railroads, composed of Messrs. Comfort, 
Roban and Meier, will meet at the City Hall to 
hear arguments in favor of and objections 
against the passage of Council Dill No. 4. 
This is the biil authorizing the St. Louis, 
Keokuk & Northwestern Railroad Co. to con- 
struct and maintain and operate their road 
within the city limits. The purpose of the 
bill is tosecure a down-town terminal for the 
system of which the St. Louis, Keokuk & 
Northwestern is the St. Louis branch. The 
bill was introduced on May 10 by Councilman 
Vogel. It was read a second time on May 14 
and referred to the Committee on Railroads. 

The bill authorizes the company to take the 
following route: 

To enter the city ata point on ite northern 


boundary near the monument designated as 
No. 140, and run thence ina soutberly dires- 
tion, crossing the Columbia Bottom road, the 
street or way prepared or intended to be oc- 
cupied by the water conduit, Doddridge 
street, Gimblin road, Baden avenue, Bittner 
street, Thatcher avenue, Calvary avenue, Au 
rora avenue, Humboldt avenue and Luther 
avenue, and over and across any alleys, blocks 
or grounds lying between said streets, to a 
point at or near the intersection of Luther av- 
enue and Stockton street; thence alony Stock- 
ton street and across all the intersecting 
streets and alleys from Luther avenue to Prai- 
rie avenue; thence through eit block 
and across Gano avenue, hitman 
street, John avenue and Powder street, 
across Grand avenue to the grounds of the 
city water-works; thence — the said 
grounds of the city water-works to Ferry 
street; thence across Ferry street to the 
public wharf; thence along the public wharf 
to Warren street; thence across Warren street, 
through Exchange square to Main street; 
thence along Main street and acress Clinton 
street, Madison street, Chambers street and 
Tyler street to city block 292; thence through 
city blocks 292 and 238 and proposed Lebeaume 
street, across Brooklyn street, Mound street, 
Howard street, Mullanphy street; and thence 
along Main street to city block 22; thence 
through city biock 22, across Carr street. 
— city block 23 to Franklin avenue: 
Provided, that said railroad shall consist of a 
singletrack on Main street from the south 
side of Mullanphy street tothe south side of 
Biddle street. 

The committee has held several meetings 
to hear objections to the grant of the franchise. 
These have come from two sources, property- 
hoiders through whose holdings it is propased 
to buy or condemn aright of way, and those 
doing business on Main street, who fear 
the grant of the right to lay the track men- 
tioned in the ordinance, in addition to the 
Merchants’ Terminal track already provided 
for, along that street. Mr. Giles F. Filley ap- 
peared at the meeting held yesterday. 

THE PRESENT OBJECTIONS. 

He explained that the iron now delivered to 
his stove foundry was unloaded on Main 
street, and thatifasecond track was placed 
onthe streetit would greatly interfere with 
his business. 

The Heman Brothers, whose quarry is on 
the line of the proposed line, also object: The 
Schulenberg & Boeckler Lumber Co. likewise 
appear as objectorstothe grant ofthe fran- 
chise.
